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Educational Update 


by Dr, Carol Sager 
Ever since the study A Nation at Risk | 
was published last April, education has 
become front page news. People across 
the country have a renewed interest in 
educational issues and are asking ques 
tions about what is going on in our 
schools 

In Wilmington, too, all citizens, not just 
parents of school age children, are - 
recognizing the importance of a good educational system for 
the entire community and are becoming increasingly curious 
about what's happening in the Wilmington Public Schools. 

Each week in Educational Update I intend to highlight a 
particular program, issue, or concern affecting education of 
which | want to share. We also have our problems which I will 
discuss candidly 

This week it is indeed a pleasure to inform you that the 
North Intermediate School has been chosen as one of six junior 
high - middle schools to represent Massachusetts in a national 
Secondary School Recognition Program which is sponsored by 
the U.S. Department of Education 

Secretary Bell has stated that the purpose of the Secondary 
School Recognition Program is vo identify and call attention to 
a national group of schools that are unusually successful in 
meeting the educational needs of all of their students. This is 
the second year of this program, Last year 152 of the 396 high 
schools and junior high middle schools which were 
nominated nationwide were recognized by the U.S. Depart 
ment of Education 

Massachusetts is eligible to submit the application forms 
from six high schools and six middle or junior high schools 
statewide to Washington for their final selection. The final 
selection process may include a site visit by the national 
review panel. The announcement of schools to be recognized is 
scheduled for the week of June 11, 1984 

In applying for this program Dr. Joseph J. Connelly had to 
answer questions related to the folowing 14 attributes of suc: 
cess which were used to determine the overall quality of 
schools 

1 Clear academic goals; 2. high expectations for students; 
3. order and discipline, 4. rewards and incentives for 
students; 5. regular and frequent monitoring of student pro- 
gress, 6. opportunities for meaningful student responsibility 
and participation; 7. teacher efficiency; 8. rewards and incen 
tives for teachers; 9. concentration on academic learning 
lime; 10. positive school climate; 11. administrative leader. 
ship; well-articulated curriculum; 13. evaluation for in 
structional improvement; 14. community support and involve. 
ment 

In each of these areas Dr. Connelly identified many fine pro- 
grams and practices that are going on in his school and 
systemwide, throughout all of the Wilmington Public Schools 
According to Dr. Connelly, what makes his school unique is 
the level of parent involvement, the teacher commitment and 
the student participation in school government 

For the past two years parents have coordinated Occupa 
tional Awareness Program for North Intermediate students 
with the help of local business and industry. Parent Informa 
tion Programs have been sponsored by the North In 
termediate Parents Advisory Committee each year for all 
parents in all schools in Wilmington. Each year committees of 
parents are formed in the following areas to promote a better 
school for students and to foster positive school - community 
attitudes; 

1, Home - School communication; 2. cultural - values 
assemblies; 3. major school improvement projects; 4. occupa- 
tional “awareness trips for students; 5. school evaluation: 6 
fund raisers; 7. parent information programs; and 8. family 
school activities. 

At the North Intermediate School daily teacher attendance 
is a record 96 percent. Teachers are encouraged to take pro- 
fessional improvement d: to attend workshops, seminars 
and conferences in their areas of instruction. Through his in- 
volvement in the Massachusetts Junior High - Middle School 
Principals Association, Dr Connolly has initiated several in- 
terchange days. This year teams of teachers from the North 
Intermediate School will participate in and help facilitate 
Department Interchange Day, Student Activity Interchange 
Day, and Computer Literacy Interchange Day for junior high - 
middle schools from the entire northeast region 

Each year: Dr. Connelly highlights a major instructional 
goal for the staff to address individually and collectively. Dur- 
ing the 1983 - 1984 school year he identified improved writing 
as a school - wide goal which each staff member will work on 
in all subject areas 

Teachers at the North Intermediate are interested in their 
students and are willing to spend time to work with students in 
a variety of ways, This year teachers were concerned about 
students’ insensitivity to one another. Thirteen teachers 
volunteered to use their non-teaching time to meet with groups 
of students to discuss this issue and to offer them direct 
counseling. 

Student attendance at the North Intermediate percent 
Five years ago the North Intermediate was averaging 60 out of 
school suspensions a year. This year there have been only four 
out of school suspensions indicating a marked improvement in 
school discipline. Additionally, vandalism of school property 
has been significantly reduced with little or no abuse of school 
property occurring, 

The Student Couneil at the North Intermediate me 
regularly and takes on several school and community im 
provement projects each year. The North Intermediate Stu. 
dent Council initiated a Family Museum Pass Fund for the 
Wilmington Public Library after the existing family pass pro- 
gram was eliminated due to Proposition 2'2. Other in 
volvements which benefit the entire community include 

Christmas party for senior citizens; toys for tots drive 
visitation and distribution of gifts to State Hospital for the 
retarded, entertaining Wilmington citizens through the North 
Intermediate special dance and choral groups; community 
beautification and conservation projects 

For the North Intermediate School to be chosen as one of six 
junior high middle schools statewide to represent 
Massachusetts in a national competition is indeed an honor for 
the entire town. A nation may be at risk due to ineffective 
educational practices, but Wilmington is definitely not. The 
North Intermediate is but one part of a total winning team 

Does this mean we have no issues to address or problems to 
solve” Certainly not! But part of being good is recognizing 
what can be done better. I will discuss these and many other 
issues in future columns. In the meantine, if you have any

In December 1742 the town 
meeting voted 100 pounds, Old 
Tenor, settlement money for 
Mr. Morrill.

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College costs rising 


FM TALK: A_ potpourri of 
events made this a busy news 
week. Comments on a few of those 
happenings: 

The American Council on 
Education revealed that the price 
of obtaining the most expensive 
hat in the world — the college 
graduation cap — will rise again 
next fall. According to the 
council, the cost of attending a 
private institution in 1984-85 will 
average 8 percent higher than 
this year, Currently the average 
cost of one year at a school such 
as Harvard, Brown or Dartmouth 
is $13,000. Next year's above 
inflation increase, coupled with 11 
percent to 12 percent incre: 
over the two years,

economy. Do you readers realize 
that at the present rate of in 
crease (the cost of tuition always 
seems tO rise at an above- 
inflation rate), the cost of at- 
tending an Ivy League college for 
four years at the turn of this 
century will be approximately 
$132,000? Well, there's alw 
state school, which, depending 
upon how generous our legislators 
will be in years to come, will more 
than likely remain an education 
bargain. 

The automobile industry 
reported an increase of a dif. 
ferent kind last week; the sale of 


domestic cars in the first ten days 
of February were up 32.5 percent 
over the same period a year ago 
One local car dealer told me, 
“That's the best showing for that 
period in five years. It’s a definite 
indication that the U.S. auto 
business is on an upswing, 
especially in the small car 
market, which has been 
dominated by the Japanese and 
European car manufacturers 

The recent break in the cold 
weather didn't exactly hurt sales 
either. My dealer friend added 
“We had a slow period during late 
December and January, when the 
weather was terrible, but now car 
buyers are snapping up all the 
new cars that come into the lot."” 

Consumers are apparently 
spreading their disposable in- 
come around on more than just 
new automobiles. Robert Beck. 
volunteer chairman of the United 
Way, reported this week that the 
United Way received a record 
$1.95 billion in contributions from 
across the nation last year. That 
figure is a 9.5 percent increase 
over the previous year (the 
biggest increase in more than a 
quarter of century), and 
translates into an additional $170 
million for services.

Young skaters learn 
their way around the ice 


By JANET CONSTANTAKES 


Some flew over the ice like 
divebombers coming close to a 
target; others did a partial 
strut- skate walk across the ice; 
and still others had trouble just 
trying to stand on their own two 
skates 

Having mastered the art of 
walking just a mere, few years 

0, the three-, four- and five. 
year-old toddlers who skate 
weekly at the Woburn Rink are 
just as amazing as water babies, 
who in both cases, are learning a 
feat many adults are still unable 
to master. 

Instructor and Woburn native, 
Linda Cirolo Murphy started the 
toddler program last spring after 
she found there was not enough 
room in the Woburn Youth 
Hockey program, she herself 
started in, to accommodate the 
needs of the pre-school 
youngsters 

Linda, who is now in her third 
session of toddler skate  in- 
struction, began her own career 
as a youngster and having 
acquired a love for the sport 
skated throughout both high 
school and college 

Most of the students who spend 
30 minutes a week in lessons and 
another 30 minutes practicing 
freestyle, come from both 
Burlington and Woburn, while 
another group of Reading 
children, from the Red Sneakers 
Nursery School are also weekly 
visitors. 

Outside of giving toddlers a 
recreative hour to mingle with 
peers, Linda said assorted 
physical benefits can also be 
achieved by learning to skate 
early 

Linda explained how, in ad 
dition to her skating instructions, 
she also teaches gymnastics 
classes, and she notices that there 
is a distinct difference in coor 
dination between skating and non: 
skating youngsters 

Linda said motor coordination

and the building of leg muscles 
were the two most important

Linda and her associate Arlene 
Carroll, and the kids learn under 
conditions where they are among 
children of their own age, with no 
older students to contend with 

“It's only the children out there 
(on the ice). There aren't a lot of 
people out there," Linda said, 
adding that she found by not 
having the older children to 
compete with, there was a better 
response from the youngsters. 
She also cited the fact there was

Linda also said she found “a lot 
of time the little ones are’ in 
timidated by the noise," which is 
also a major part of ice rinks with 
a variety of children and adults. 

Linda said the youngsters 
usually adapt very easily to 
skating although she admitted 
“On the first day I'll get a weeper 
(upset child)."’ But she said if a 
youngster should become upset 
ihe first thing she does is to 
remove the child from the ice 
until he or she is able to overcome 
first-day fears

Sister-in-law's debt. Even 
assuming that she has the best 
intentions in the world, if her 
salary is too low to cover her 
debts, or if she is simply unable to 
organize her affairs so as to pay

Jody 
Forchheimer, Consumer At 
torney for the Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group 
(MASSPIRG) advises 
Massachusetts law treats the 
debtor and the cosigner as 
equally fair game when a loan if 
not paid.

However, Linda said not to 
worry because “if they're 
beginning (to skate), they must 
wear a helmet, and if they 
on a good pair of mittens and ski 
pants, they're not going to hurt 
themselves." 

From the sidelines, mothers 
coach their sons and daughters 
although almost all the really 
difficult teaching is left to Linda 

During the 30-minute practic 
session, mothers and fathei 
encouraged to skate along with 
their youngsters 

The student skaters are on 
different levels of achievement, 
and Linda admits there is still 
room for more youngsters who 
wish to join

before they were six years old, 
which obviously was a major plus 
for all three 

While Linda is successfully 
teaching youths, which she said is 
something she has always 
to do, the Carruthers 
achieved their own. slot 
success after they managed to 
skate their way to silver medals 
at the recent Olympic events in 
Sarajevo. 

Linda told of the various 
training skaters must go through 
if they ever want to make it to the 
Olympics, and cited the extreme 
discipline which may be 
initiated at an early age — as one 
of the toughest parts to serious 
skating, because if there is a 
deficiency in that area the 
chances of achieving real star- 
dom quality are slim 

In her own classes, Linda has 
found a way to promote better 
participation and discipline in her 
own students with a system 
similar to the competitive medals 
the Olympic contestants strive so 
hard for. 


Linda uses the 12-badge 
achievement system from the 
United Stat Figure Skaters 


Association and she explained 
how each youngster, after the 
first 10 weeks, is almost assured a 
medal, after learning the basics 
to skating. To receive the first red 
and white badge, Linda said 


~ayoungsters must not only learn 


‘how to skate but to skate glide 
both forward and backward. 

A variety of steps must be 
mastered before a toddler can 
acquire a higher badge and 
although it may not be a silver, 
gold or bronze from Sarajevo, to 
the youngsters and their parents, 
such achievement awards hav 
just as much personal 
significance.

ham imported from Poland is just one reminder of a 
prominent feature of Polish-American life: the effort of 
former immigrants to maintain contact with the country 
they left behind. 

To Polish-Americans who buy these hams at Pat's 
Foods, the purchase has an ironic twist: Many here send 
the tasty meat right back to friends and relatives in Po. 
land. They say this is the only way Poles in Poland can 
eat the ham produced in their own country. The reason? 
The Polish government restricts ham to export in order 
to earn needed foreign exchange. 

Pat's Foods in Chicopee may hardly seem like a start 
ing point for a look at Polish-American life. After all, 
Chicago and New York have gained more fame as cen 
ters for Polish-Americans. But Chicopee — about 100 
miles west of Boston on the Massachusetts Turnpike 
is planted in the middle of western Massachusetts’ his 
toric Connecticut River Valley, where tens of thousands 
of Polish immigrants have settled since the late 19th cet 
tury, Nearly 11,000 of Chicopee's 55,000 residents are 
Polish-Americans.

Many thrift institutions are 
making use of their new powers to 
make commercial loans, ac- 
cording to an article in the latest 
issue of the New England 
Economic Review published by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston.

forced by current events. Continued Soviet dominance of 
their homeland, Poland's current economic malaise, art 
the failure of the now-outlawed trade union Solidarity to 
successfully push fundamental reforms are the latest set- 
backs in a national history that has seen perennial inva 
sion or division by neighboring Germany and Russia. 

Still, the Polish-American community shows as many 
signs of integration into American life as it shows 
distinctness. 

Symbolic, perhaps, is the World War I memorial 
plaque just across from St. Stanislaus Church. The 
names honored in bronze attest that Polish-Americans 
comprised half of those.from Chicopee killed while fight- 
ing in the US armed forces. The city’s convivial Polish 
American veterans clubs also attest to the many Polish- 
Americans who fought for the United States in two world 
wars 

In addXion, a variety of Polish community and cul 
tural organizations seek to stimulate study and con. 
sciousness of the past. One such group, the Society of 
Polish American Culture of Western Massachusetts, at, 
tempts to act as an “umbrella group," bridging the gen: 
erations in an attempt to get the young people involved 
with talks, exhibitions, and concerts involving Polish 
history, art, and music. 

One’ director of the society, newsman Edward 
Cynarski of Holyoke, gives a cautious assessment of just 
what this heritage means to today’s Polish-Americans: 

“There is a strong family life and a sense of roots that 

‘ people can stick to, yet there is also a sense of rapid as 
similation. We know that this is primarily a cultural 
thing that we cannot make a living on, We must move 
into the United States to get along.” 

Mr. Cynarski maintains that Polish-Americans tend 
to be highly assimilated in a political sense; that is, they 
don't have a long agenda of specifically Polish-American 
issues for domestic policymakers. 

But the rise of Solidarity in Poland, followed by decla 
ration of martial law in December 1981, has created some 
specifically Polish issues around which Polish-Ameri 
cans and their elected officials have rallied 

Politicians like Chicopee’s Mayor Robert F. Kumar 
Jr. and the area's state Rep. Kenneth M. Lemanski (both 
Polish-Americans) were strong supporters of resolutions 
or other steps in support of Solidarity. 

At times, it has seemed almost enough simply to be 
Polish-American to garner Polish-American votes — 
| without any need to actually carry out policies demanded 
| by Polish-American constituents. With the rise of Soli 
darity and the inauguration of Pope John Paul II, the 
Polish-born Pontiff, western Massachussetts has seen a 
rash of bumper stickers espousing such slogans 9s 

“Polish Power. 

Representative Lemanski, a Polish-American politi 
cian of the younger generation, maintains that Polish: 
Americans often have felt a sense of disunity among 
themselves — a sense of having been neglected and of 
not being accepted by society.
